Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Adanac Military Cemetery Plot 8 Row J Grave 
4 lists an UNKNOWN 2 nd Lieutenant of the 49 th Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary 
Force. 

An examination of the records clearly indicates that the only Unknown Lieutenant of the 
49 th Battalion that meets these conditions is Lieutenant Lawrence Stanley Carrick, killed 
in action near Courceiette on the night of September 15, 1916. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are conclusive that the remains in Plot 8 Row J Grave 4 of the Adanac 
Military Cemetery are those of Lt. Carrick of the 49 th Canadian Infantry Battalion. His 
remains lie next to those of Captain Ferris of the 49 th Battalion in 8.J.5 , as previously 
reported. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1 . The “Circumstance of Death” (COD) file for Lt. Carrick says that he was killed in 
action while gallantly leading his men in an attack on the night of September 

1 5 th /1 6 th , he was hit in the head by a rifle bullet and instantly killed (Attachment 
# 1 ). 

2. The “CEF War Graves Register” shows that the body of Lt. Carrick was not 
knowingly recovered for burial from the Somme area and as such his name was 
to be added to the Vimy Memorial as an unknown (Attachment #2). 

3. The War Diary of the 49 th Battalion provides clear evidence of the location of the 
unit at the time of the demise of Lt. Carrick. In the narrative of the action the 
Officer Commanding the 49 th , Lt.-Col. Griesbach acknowledged the order to 
move from Tara Hill Camp to Chalk Pit in 57dSE X.10.0 (15-09-16 2:20 pm) and 
that they arrived at Chalk Pit at 4 pm for the attack ordered for 6:15 pm. They 
moved the battalion (49th) after PPCLI at 5 pm arriving at X5 d.5.5 at which time 
there was a heavy barrage at X5 c.8.8 to R34 c.5.5. The entries for September 

1 91 6, pages 6-12 provide a good narrative for the actions where Carrick was lost 
(Attachment #3). 

4. The area where the 49 th Infantry Battalion was engaged on September 15, 1916 
is specifically shown on Nicholson Map 6, in the area immediately west of 
Courcelette (Attachment #4). 

5. We know from previous research that the body of Captain Ferris, also of the 49 th 
Infantry Battalion was recovered at an approximate location noted as Sheet 57c 
Sector R29 and Grids c.9.4, an area we have shown on a trench map extract of 
the area (Attachment #5). 

6. The possible candidates for the Lieutenants of the 49 th Battalion include those 
depicted on the CWGC web site for the Vimy Memorial in September 1916 
(Attachment #6). 

a. Lt. Neville Ayrton Astbury 

b. Lt. Lawrence Stanley Carrick 

c. Lieutenant Robert Eugene Drader 

d. Lieutenant Locksley McKnight 
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7. A review of the Attestation Papers and Service Records of all of the above clearly 
show that Lieutenants Astbury, Drader and McKnight were “Full Lieutenants” at 
the start of the war and that only Lt. Carrick came up through the ranks from 
Private to Corporal, Sergeant, and finally to a Temporary (2 nd ) Lieutenant 
(Attachment #7). As such, only Lt, Carrick fits the specifics of the details provided 
on the Graves Registration Report Form. We concur that the term “2 nd 
Lieutenant’ was British Army terminology that was used by the British 
Expeditionary Force, not by the Canadian Expeditionary Force. However that 
was the standard reporting terminology that was used for junior Lieutenants of 
the Commonwealth Forces during the graves concentration process. 

8. The Graves Registration Report Form (GRRF) for Adanac Military Cemetery 
shows a “2 nd Lt. 49 th C.E.F. in Plot 8 Row J Grave 4 (Attachment #8). The only 
Lieutenant for the 49 th Battalion lost in this area of Courcelette at any time during 
the war was Lt. Lawrence Stanley Carrick. All other Lieutenants of the 49 th 
Infantry Battalion that are missing and so reported on the Vimy Memorial have 
been accounted for elsewhere. 

9. The locations of the remains of all missing 49 th Battalion Lieutenants have been 
marked on a period trench map of the Courcelette-Martinpuich area (Attachment 
#9). The “Mystery Lieutenant’ is the subject of a separate investigation and 
report, as there are only four (4), not five (5), missing 49 th Bn. Lieutenants. 



Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #10). 

It is the conclusion of the investigation reported herein that the remains in Plot 8 Row J 
Grave 4 in the Adanac Military Cemetery are those of Lieutenant Lawrence Stanley 
Carrick of the 49 th Infantry Battalion.

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) during the Great War 1914-1921 . The 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event 
they wish to make changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the 
CWGC has set out their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as 
detailed below. The CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 



Procedure: 

All new identification cases need to be 
assessed in the first instance by the 
Canadian Agency (CA) and submissions 
should go to their office directly. After an 
initial assessment, if the Agency feels that the 
case is compelling, they will then pass all the 
documentation to the Commemorations Team 
at the Commission's Flead Office. Head Office 
will then review the case and inform the CA of 
their findings. The Canadian authorities will 
then decide whether or not any changes to 
the arrangements for commemoration are 
required and inform the Commission 
accordingly. 



Guideline Criteria for Submission: 

Cases need to present clear and convincing 
evidence to prove the identity of a casualty 
and must not be based on assumption or 
speculation. The Commission's 
Commemoration Team will also consider 
whether the findings of a better informed 
contemporary investigation are being revisited 
and if there is any new evidence to consider. 
By way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of the 
arrangements for the commemoration where 
it is apparent that no new evidence is being 
presented and, a better informed previous 
decision is being revisited some 100 years 
later.
